I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1950. 

VA^BR  SUPPLY 

Complaints  of  shortages  of  water  were  received  during 
the  year  from  Hardraw,  Sodbusk,  Hawes,  Gayle  and  Carperby. 
ADDLEBROUGH  SUB-REGIONAL  SCHEME  . 

The  laying  of  the  new  3U  main  which  connects  the  Aysgarth 
Village  Supply  to  the  Addlebrough  Sub-Regional  Scheme  was  completed 
during  the  year.  The  Springs  previously  supplying  Aysgarth  which 
are  of  good  quality  are  now  used  to  augment  the  Addlebrough  Scheme. 

prior  to  this  extension  being  carried  out,  Aysgarth 
was  subject  to  water  shortages  during  drought  periods. 

HAULS  & GAYLE  RESERVOIR 

A Scheme  to  construct  a new  reservoir  to  provide 
additional  storage  of  water  for  Hawes  and  Gayle  has  been  prepared. 
This  will  give  an  additional  storage  capacity  of  70.000  gallons, 
giving  a total  storage  capacity  of  100.000  gallons. 

CD  HDD  AD 

None  of  the  19  separate  supplies  to  the  various  villages  . 
and  hamlets  are  treated.  Bacteriological  examination  of  the  samples 
of  water  taken  from  the  various  supplies,  show  that  in  some  cases 
there  is  evidence  of  intermittent  pollution.  This  is  evident 
after  heavy  rainfalls  and  from  those  supplies  whose  sources  are  not 
deep  seated.

SI Ao RAGE  & DRAINAGE 

Hawes  & Gayle  Sewerage 

Work  on  the  reconstruction  of  Hawes  Sewage  Works 
which  when  completed  will  treat  the  sewerage  from  Hawes  and  Gayle  was 
commenced  in  June,  1950,  and  was  well  advanced  at  the  end  of 
the  year*  When  completed  the  existing  Gayle  Sewage  Works  will 
"become  redundant. 

A new  6n  sewer  is  "being  laid  to  join  the  existing 
Gayle  Sewerage  System  to  Hawes. 

AYS GARTH  SE7ERAGE 

In  October  1949  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  into  a proposed 
sewerage  scheme  for  Aysgarth.  Further  negotiations  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that 
a.  start  on  this  scheme  will  be  made  during  the  coming;  year.
